that such things could be of peasant 
origin. It is necessary to be cautious 
with praise because the country artist 


has not infrequently borrowed from the 
city artisan. He has not hesitated to 
adopt directly from the Renaissance, the 
Rococo or the Empire. But at times he 
very obstinately follows his own inclina- 
tions, and has himself created such a 
happy style that the city dweller has been 
glad to accept his teaching. 

The fact has generally been greeted 
with satisfaction that the modern indus- 
trial art movement has so vigorously en- 
tered the jewelry field. New shapes, new 
materials suddenly made their appear- 
ance and it cannot be denied that the 
modern times showed entirely new as- 
pects. Nevertheless it must soon be dis- 
covered that the new—the free play of 
the line, the naturalistic motif or the 
geometric ornament, the employment of 
the semi-precious stones—had all existed 
previously. Reversions to the early-his- 
torical, to the Egyptian and to the ancient 





Certain Swiss or Buckeburg clasps re- 
call shield-shaped ornaments of the folk- 
migration, the bodice pendants of the 
Appenzell and Friesian women are re- 
minders of the jingling pendants of 
the Oriental-Byzantine jewelry patterns.

In spite of these and other borrowings 
we are nevertheless warranted in speak- 
ing of much original peasant jewelry 
Those seeking popular art usually turn 
to jewelry, for in the most outlandish 
place today, as at the beginning of time, 
the human taste for ornament has been 
a powerful impulse. Political economists 
maintain that the human being indulged 
in such superfluities before furnishing 
necessaries. Although the age of machin- 
ery ruthlessly tramples on the chaste 
blossoms of popular art to an ever in- 
creasing extent, in countries the 
remains of the production of competent 
precious metal workers still excite ad- 
miration and rejoice the eye. In many 
cases, it is only in museums that evi-

Reports by United States Consular Officers in Norway and Sweden on 
Market for Gold and Silver Articles in Those Countries. 














WasHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 1.—The Ameri- 
can Vice Consul, Wilhelm Hartman, at 
Goteborg, Sweden, recently, sent the follow- 


ing report to the Department of Commerce: 
\RTICLES TO BE TESTED AND 


STAM PED. 


SWEDEN REQUIRES 


“In Sweden articles sold under the name 
of gold must not contain less than 750/1000 
of pure gold. Usually they contain at least 
765/1000. All articles of gold and silver ot- 
fered for sale as such must first be tested 


and stamped. Articles of gold manutac- 
tured abroad are provided with a special 
stamp. Those made in Sweden are pro- 


vided with the comptroller’s mark (three 
crowns within an oval), figures indicating 
the gold content, the name or initials of the 
manufacturer, a mark indicating the place of 
manufacture and a “Sunday-letter,” indicat- 
ing the year manufactured. All of these 
stamps, or at least the comptroller mark 
and the karat mark, must be put on by the 
proper Swedish officers. Gold-plated ar- 
ticles are in the market. They are usually 
called and labeled ‘Double.’ 

“Articles of silver sold as such must con- 
tain at least 820/1000 of pure silver. They 
are tested and stamped in about the same 
manner as gold, with the addition of the 
letter ‘S.’ Silver-plated German silver 1s 
stamped ‘N. S.’ (new silver). 


PRODUCTION OF SWEDISH GOLDSMITHS AND 
SILVERS MITHS. 

“This office does not know of any whole- 
sale dealer or jobber in jewelry in Goteborg. 
The firms engaged in this line of business 1n 
this city are really manufacturers on a small 
scale and retail deaders. In Stockholm and 
Malmo there are more prominent manufac- 
turers. 

“The values of the productions of the 
Swedish goldsmiths and silversmiths in 1914 
were: Manufactures of gold, assaying at 
least 760/1000 of pure gold, $313,739; gold 
manufactures, with lower content of pure 
gold, $801; manufactures of silver, $312,233; 
gold drawers’ products and gold leaf and 
silver leaf, $38,940; manufactures of Ger- 
man silver, $398,424; other articles, $32,727 ; 
repairs, $24,615; total, $1,121,479. It is 1m- 
possible to tell how much of this consisted 
of jewelry. 

“The values of the imports of articles of 
gold (except coins) and of jewelry of other 
metals than gold, silver, or platina in 1914 
were: Gold sheets and wire—from Ger- 
many, $33,220; France, $6,376; Norway, 
$2,685; other countries, $1,871; total, $44,- 
152. Other manufactures of gold—from 
Germany, $53,345 ; Denmark, $12,755; Switz- 
erland, $6,602; other countries, $2,586; 
total, $75,288. Jewelry of other metals 
than gold, silver, or platina—from Ger- 
many, $163,377; Austria, $19,481; Denmark, 
$11,151; ,France, $6,935; other countries 
$4,241; total $205.185.”

LARGE DEMAND FOR 14-KARAT GOLD JEWELRY 
IN NORWAY. 

Consul General E. Haldeman Dennison, 
Christiania, Norway, has submitted the fol- 
lowing: 

“The demand for jewelry in Christiania 1s 
large on account of the prosperous condi- 
tions in Norway. The war has brought in- 
creased wealth to the country, and the sale 
of luxuries of all kinds, including jewelry, 
has increased enormously. The statistics do 
not show the amounts imported from each 
country, but merchants state that the largest 
part, especially the 14-karat gold jewelry, 
comes from Germany. Well established 
dealers handle only this class of goods. A 
large amount of 14-karat jewelry is also 
made in Norway. 

“With the increased wealth among the 
people generally, the market here for me- 
dium and low-priced jewelry is good. Com- 
petition, however, is very keen, and is met 
by German manufacturers by concentrating 
their output on a few patterns or articles 
which they are able, in this way, to sell at 
very low prices. An attempt has been made 
by English and French manufacturers to 
mtroduce their goods, but without much 
success, as the lines chosen were of too good 
a quality and consequently too high in price 
to meet this competition. 


NO OBSTACLE TO SALE OF AMERICAN JEWELRY 
AT RIGHT PRICES. 

“The sale of American jewelry is not 
large, but if prices are low enough there is 
no obstacle to their successful imtroduction. 
One difficulty, however, is the taet that 
jewelers do not buy from catalogues, but 
insist upon seeing samples. This is the 
principal reason why the Germans are in 
control of such a large part of the market. 
They send their traveling salesmen through 
the country with samples and stocks. These 
travelers frequently represent other lines of 
goods as well, and expenses are in this way 
divided among several firms. 

“The Norwegian import duty on gold and 
platinum jewelry is 30 crowns per kilo ($8.04 
per 2.2 pounds). 

“The public guardian states that the 
stamping law of Norway permits the sale 
of 9 or 10 karat gold jewelry, but it must be 
stamped in such a way as to be easily * »gible, 
and it must be sold in accordance witn this 
stamping. Misrepresentations are subject to 
criminal action. 

‘The standard goods here are 14-karat. 
equal to 585/1000 fine. It is permissible to 
use 582/1000 fine, but if the standard is low- 
er it is referred to the proper authorities for 
action. German goods seem to run from 
575/1000 to 585/1000. 

“Silver used in jewelry must be 830/1000 
fine and enameled silver 925/1000 fine. The 
authorities in control make an investigation 
of jewelry all over the country about once 
in three years.”

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STANDARD TIME IN GREECE 


Consul General Weddell Reports on Action 
in His Consuicte. 


Consul General Alexander W. 
\thens, has submitted a report to the 
Department ot Foreign and Domestic 
Washington, D. C., on the 
‘Adoption of Standard Time in Greece.” 
His report tollows: 

“Although there has not yet been any 
agitation in Greece for daylight saving 
has been practised in several 
European countries during the last six 
months, the Hellenic Kingdom has car- 
ried out on its own account a reform that 
has had most salutary effects. 

“On July 28, 1916, all clocks in the 
country were set forward 25 to 30 min- 
utes, depending upon the difference be- 
tween mean local time and astronomical- 
ly correct time at Athens. This proce- 
dure, in addition to effecting a daylight 
saving of some half hour, has had the 
result, even more important, of bringing 
Greece within the zone of eastern Euro- 
pean time. With the completion of the 
junction line that will make possible di- 
rect railway communication between 
Athens and the other capitals of Europe, 
the time question assumed great impor- 
tance. It is now thought to be satisfac- 
torily settled. The difference between 
the longitude of Athens and of Green- 
wich is 23° 31’ 51”; according to the Na- 
tional Observatory at Athens, the actut] 
time difference is 1 hour, 34 minutes, 51 
seconds.

At a meeting of the 
Grand Rapids Credit Men’s Association a 
decision was made to prepare drafts of 
such bills at once for submission to the 
legislative and banking committees of 
the Michigan Credit Men’s Association 
to be brought up for discussion at the 
joint conference of these committees in 
Detroit Nov. 28. 

Tentative drafts of the bills contain 
a clause which the writer of a 
check five days in which to make good 
the check. Other States now have this 
law. It is proposed that writing a check 
without funds to meet it will be con- 
strued as a misdemeanor.

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None Too Poor for Diamonds in Brazil 





Natives Scrimp in Other Ways, but a Showing of Jewels Is Always Made.

They say all blue diamonds 
Come trom brazil, 

But, believe me, you'll find that 
A lot stay there still. 

Rio DE JANEIRO, Sept. 20.—( By mail).— 
On every hand in Rio de Janeiro you find 
clubs—the Jockey Club, the Derby Club, the 
Fngineers’ Club, the Anglo-American Club, 
the Naval Clubs, etc. On every hand in 
Rio de Janeiro you also find diamonds and 
in every feminine ear as well. Great blaz- 
ing stones that take your breath away and 
your cash too if you attempt to acquire 
any. 

“Kind hearts are more than ornaments” 
would never be a popular motto here where 
earrings are more to be desired than shoes. 
Positively it’s a poor ear indeed whose lobe 
doesn’t sag with the weight of a huge 
ruby, emerald or sapphire surrounded by 
diamonds. Even the poorest natives and 
negresses, shambling along in the ungainly 
native shoes, whose heavy wooden soles 
leave the heel exposed and have a thick 
piece of leather across the front for a toe 
hold, have their ears all duded up in gold 
hoops. 

When it comes to rings no finger is 
spurned, slighted or overlooked. If some 
poor little feminine finger does happen to 
be shy its circling band of jewels it looks 
almost indecently nude. The men also af- 
fect several rings, and an_ elaborately 
jeweled one on the first finger of the right 
hand is the fingermark of a lawyer, doc- 
tor or scholar. 

Even affections are tested here by a 
jeweled gauge and the, depth of a man’s 
passion for his better half is shown by the 
number of jewels that she wears. This 
appealed to me strongly at first. Think 
how attractive to have your husband in 
lieu of pouring honeyed words in your ear, 
using earrings instead and pressing a tiara 
rather than a kiss on your brow. To give 
you a precious jewel rather than to call 
you one certainly has its fine points, but 
unfortunately there is another setting to 
this jeweled adoration. 

People of moderate means actually put 
themselves in a poverty stricken condition 
in order that the wife may make an ade- 
quately jeweled impression. They pinch 
and scrimp and save and give their heart’s 
blood for a pigeon blood ruby. Just imagine 
going without all the comforts of home 
just to show the neighbors how crazy your 
husband is about you. I guess after all 
it’s better to have a loving arm around 
your neck than a diamond necklace. 

Aside from boasting the most brilliant 
blue white diamonds in the world, gorgeous 
sapphires, rubies and emeralds, Brazil 
makes a scintillating rainbow showing of 
semi-precious stones. Tourmalines, green 
and pink, aquamarines, amethysts, topazes, 
yellow and rose; tourquoise, opals and 
agates. In fact, there are several little 


shops devoted exclusively to the sale of 
these native Brazilian semi-precious stones. 
As for the general jewelry stores they are 


= 
even more plentiful than saloofis in New 
York and vie in numbers here with the 
tobacco shops and lottery places. 

Even the birds of the air and tne bugs 
of the earth are pressed into service as 
jewelry. Out of the many green and bronze 
and iridescent, hard-shelled srazilian 
beetles unique scarfpins, hatpins, brooches, 
necklaces and bracelets are made. ‘Tiny 
opalescent beetles, too fragile to use in this 
manner, are mounted in groups of two and 
three between disks of crystal bound in 
gold or silver and used as pendants. Some 
of the gorgeous butterfly wings are also 
used in this manner. Perhaps the most 
unique and attractive of all these conceits 
is the tiny ruby and bronze or green and 
gold head of a humming bird, its beak 
sheathed in gold, set in the middle of a 
pair of gold metal outspread wings on a 
bar pin. Other jewels as omnipresent and 
multitudinous as the kind the lapidaries 
recognize are those of which Cornelia once 
boasted. 


TRANSFER TAX DECISION 








Appraiser Sweeney Upheld in Placing Value 
of Tiffany & Co.’s Stock at $7,683 a Share. 

The recent decision by Transfer Tax 
Appraiser Charles Sweeney that $7,683 
a share was a reasonable value for stock 
in Tiffany & Co., has been upheld by 
Surrogate Fowler in dismissing the ap- 
peal of the estate of Charles M. Moore 
from the transfer tax appraiser’s ruling. 
Mr. Moore, who was for many years 
the manager of the Paris branch of Tif- 
fany & Co., died on March 30, 1914, and 
had among his assets 50 out of the total 
issue of 24,000 shares of Tiffany & Co.’s 
stock, having a par value of $1,000 each. 

In determining the value of the stock 
Appraiser Sweeney deducted from the 
total assets the reserve fund of $2,102,463 
set aside as a reserve against the depre- 
ciation in value of the jewelry company’s 
stock of goods. He refused, however, 
to deduct from the total a reserve fund 
of 2,300,000 set aside to meet any loss by 
fire, smoke, burglary, theft from inside, 
or loss from any unusual cause. The 
Moore estate appealed from this ruling 
while the State comptroller contended 
that the $2,102,463 reserve should also be 
taxed.

LONDON DIAMOND MARKET 


Conditions Good, with Rough Scarce, and 
Increased Demand Reported 
for Small Sizes. 

Lonpon, Oct. 16 (Delayed in the Mails) 
—The conditions in the diamond market here 
remain good as far as they are reflected by 
the sales to other countries, America, of 
course being the chief buyer. Exports to 
the United States have been very large and 
will continue to be. This is more particu- 
larly true of cut stones than of rough, be- 
cause the Syndicate has not been selling 
very much rough of the character that the 
United States cutting shops absorb. 

There has been an impetus in the sale of 
smaller diamonds, particularly melee, that 
was so marked as to be the subject of com- 
ment in the brief special article on the 
diamond trade, published in the Financial 
News of Oct. 13. In speaking of the situa- 
tion, the News said: 

“There is again this week no special fea- 
ture to chronicle in the diamond world. The 
market remains very strong, with all qualli- 
ties in demand, and with small sizes par- 
ticularly wanted. Large sales of mélée (as 
the small sizes are known to the trade) 
have taken place during the past few days. 
The Diamond Syndicate is marketing a 
shipment of Bultfontein diamonds next 
week, and we learn that applications are 
very heavy. 

“The diamond share market 
sponded, in some measure, to the excellent 
state of the trade; an appreciable advance 
has taken place in De Beers and Jagers- 
fontein, while support has also been forth- 
coming for shares in other producing con- 
cerns. We are informed on reliable au- 
thority that the statements to be made at 
the annual meetings of the diamond com- 
panies, which will be held within the next 
few weeks, will be of a very favorable na- 
ture, and we further learn that the buving 
of shares that has been in progress this 
week was on the part of shrewd judges in 
Hatton-garden, who foresee a return to 
normal prices in the not very distant 
future.”

167, Tariff Act of 1913, 
for “articles or wares plated with gold or 
silver,” with duty at the rate of 50 per 
cent. ad valorem, while the frames invoiced 
as being oxidized are held dutiable as 
“manufactures of metal not plated with 
gold or silver,’ at the rate of 20 per cent.

Rotameters, pedometers and pocket com- 
passes, imported by Wagner Bros. & Co., 
assessed with duty by the customs officials 
at the rate of 60 per cent. ad valorem, un- 
der Par.

Trustee of Wm. E. Renich Co. Chicago, 
Sends Out First and Final Dividend

CuHicaco, Nov. 2.—F. M. Hickok, trustee 
of the estate of Wm. E. Renich Co., has 


sent checks tor the tirst and final dividend 
of 40 per cent net to all creditors whose 
claims have filed and allowed. The 
dividend is the proceeds of the sales of the 
assets of the corporation to Wm. E. Renich, 
individually, who succeeded in interesting 
some outside party in the purchase of the 
business. 

A 50 per cent settlement, part on time 
and part on endorsed notes, was at first 
proposed, but owing to an unexpected in- 
crease in the liabilities, it was not possible 
to effect this arrangement, as the parties 
who agreed to endorse the notes were not 
willing to go beyond their original agree- 
ment. 

Prior to the sale of the assets to Wm. E. 
Renich as an individual, Mr. Hickok en- 
deavored to sell the business to firms in a 
similar business, but no satisfactory offer 
was obtained. Installment jewelry accounts 
receivable are a hard matter to dispose of. 
The Chicago and New York creditors com- 
mittee are congratulating Mr. Hickok on 
his successtul adjustment of the matter. 
The indebtedness approximates $55,000.

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ANTI-TRUST LAW 


Interpretation Given in Texas Bars Mer- 
chants from Combining to Purchase 
Goods Through Common Agency 


AusTINn, Texas, Nov. 2.—An interpreta- 
tion of the anti-trust laws of Texas by 
the State Attorney General’s Department 
has just been given to the effect that it 
would be a violation of these acts for mer- 
chants to join together and purchase their 
supplies, and conduct their advertising 
through a common agency. While the 
jewelry trade was not directly concerned 
in the proposed plan that brought forth 
this opinion from the Attorney General’s 
Department, it is none the less interesting 
to all lines of business men as it involves 
a proposition that is new to Texas, and 
which many people believe would not be in 
violation of the anti-trust laws. 

The question was submitted to the At- 
torney General’s Department by J. B. Lew- 
right, attorney for the Retail Merchants’ 
Association of San Antonio. The combina- 
tion method of buying and advertising 
goods was not actually in effect in San 
Antonio, but certain members of the asso- 
ciation in that city contemplated entering 
into such a plan if it was within legal 
bounds. It is held by the Attorney Gen- 
eral’s Department that “if the plan sub- 
mitted be consummated, the merchants 
would be united and associated for the pur- 
pose of combining their purchasing ability 
In one common agency, thereby reducing 
the cost of the commodities bought and 
sold by them, and for the further purpose 
of combining the advertising features of 
their business to the end that the cost of 
same might be reduced, and that the maxi- 


mum resale price of their commodities 
might be fixed. This, of course, would 
constitute a combination. This unques- 


tionably comes within the purposes of the 
anti-trust statute which prohibits the fix- 
ing the price of merchandise, produce and 
commodities, and the fixing of any stand- 
ard or figure whereby the price of any 
article or commodity of merchandise, 
produce or commerce shall be in in any 
manner affected, controlled or established. 
“We are also of the opinion that the 
agreements of the merchants. which 
amount to a pooling, combining and unit- 
ing of their interests in the purchase of 
merchandise, for the purpose of affecting 
its price, would come within the purpose 
f the statutes providing ‘to make, enter 
into, maintain, execute or carry out any 
contract, obligation or agreement by which 
the parties thereto shall agree to pool, 
combine or unite any interest they may 
have in connection with the sale or pur- 
chase of any article or commodity whereby 
its price might be in any manner affected,’

Importers and Cutters of 
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DUTY FIXED AT 50 PER CENT 


Protest to Classification of Genuine 


Amber Bead Necklaces Sustained. 


as 


The duty on genuine amber beads gradu- 
ated on silk strings and clasps and strung 
on silk thread, imported here to be manu- 
factured into completed necklaces, is fixed 
at the rate of 50 per cent ad valorem in a 
decision just handed down by the Board of 
United States General Appraisers. This 
ruling sustains a protest of C. D’Elia, who 
was represented in the proceedings before 
the Customs Board by Strauss & Hedges. 
The Board, in an opinion by Judge Sulli- 
van, holds that, while not to call this mer- 
chandise jewelry seems almost a travesty, 
it does not feel justified in holding the 
merchandise to be “jewelry” within the con- 
templation of Par. 356. ‘The beads and 
clasps are classified as “beaded articles,” 
under the last part of Par. 333, Tariff Act 
of 1913. The importers, through their 
counsel, made various claims for a lower 
duty than that assessed by the Collector, 
and were hoping for a lower rate than 50 
per cent as fixed by the Board. The beads 
were taxed at the rate of 00 per cent ad 
valorem under Par. 356, Act of 1913, so 
that the Board’s decision will mean a re- 
duction in this duty of 10 per cent. 

lt was brought out at the trial before the 
General Appraisers that these beads are re- 
strung after they have been properly 
matched and the imperfect beads eliminated. 
The clasps are then attached, forming the 
completed necklaces. 

In the decision of the 
Judge Sullivan, the statement is made that 
the question as to what is and what is not 
jewelry has not been satisfactoroily decided 
by the courts. ‘The question presented in 
this was: Is this merchandise an 
article of “jewelry” within the provisions 
of Par. 356, Act of 1913, or is it classifiable 
under either the first or second portion of 
the bead paragraph (333) ? The Board con- 
cludes that the beads and clasps fall under 
the last portion and the importer’s protest

is sustained accordingly. 

After citing numerous rulings bearing 
upon the “jewelry” provision of the exist- 
ing tariff law, General Appraiser Sullivan 
writes: 

“While we are not entirely satisfied with 
the testimony, and the United States Court 
of Customs Appeals has not clearly enun- 
ciated a well-defined rule as to the classifi- 
cation of merchandise similar to that in 
question, yet it seems to us that the trend 
of the authorities is that this merchandise 
is not jewelry but beaded articles. It is 
true from the ordinary standpoint that 
graduated amber beads like those in ques- 
tion, strung, with clasps and screws at- 
tached, being worn about the person, have 
every indication and appearance of being 
jewelry, and not to call them such seems 
almost a travesty, but under the authori- 
ties cited and relied upon, we do not feel 
justified in holding this merchandise 


jewelry within the contemplation of Par. 
356. 

“This merchandise has not been strung 
loosely on thread for facility in transporta- 
tion only, nor is there any testimony to this 
Therefore, we cannot hold it within 


effect. 
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the first part of Par. 333; but we do hold 
it dutiable under the last part of that para- 
graph as beaded articles at the rate of 50 
per cent ad valorem. 

“The protest is sustained to this extent 
and the decision of the Collector reversed.” 








ACCUSED OF WATCH THEFT

Arrest of 


Pittsburgh Pawnbrokers 
Which Results

PITTSBURGH, Pa., Nov. 2.—Watches re- 
ported to have been worth $2,000, which 
were stolen from the Owl Drug Co., 
Amarillo, Tex., a concern which does a 


large jewelry business, have been recovered 
from Pittsburgh pawn shops, and the man 
alleged to have committed the theft, Ber- 
nard Herz, alias “Bernard Hawley,” alias 
“Morgan,” alias “Billy’ and numerous 
other has been arrested and ac- 
cused of the theft. He is about 27 years 
old and 6 feet and 1 inch in height. The 
name which was given to pawnbrokers in 
this city led to the arrest of the man in 
Texas. 

The Pittsburgh detectives who worked 
on the case are McQuade and McCullough. 
They discovered that the description of the 
watches sent out from the Texas town 
compared with those in the daily reports 
made to the police of this city by pawn- 
brokers, and the detectives at once got a 
clew to the matter and communicated with 
Sheriff W. M. Burwell of Potter county, 
Texas, who arrested Hawley. The latter is 
alleged to be employed as a brakeman on 
the Rock Island railroad. 

Hawley is now waiting for trial and six 
witnesses in this city are ready to go to 
the Texas town to testify in the case if 
they are wanted. It is said by the police 
here that the picture of Hawley has been 
identified by some of the pawnbrokers as 
well as those about the hotel where it 1s 
alleged Hawley stopped, when he was in 
this city. 

District Attorney Harry S. Bishop of 
Potter county, Texas, is prosecuting the 
case against Hawley, who is alleged to have 
broken into the Owl company’s store in 
Texas, Jan. 10, 1916, and made away with 
the goods. The watches are of the best move- 
ments, and also of the best quality, about 
four dozen having been stolen. Most of 
the goods taken are alleged to have been 
disposed of by Hawley in this city. It is 
said here that the manner in which the 
goods were located in this city is another 
evidence of the splendid working system 
between the police department here and 
the pawnbroking establishments.

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TRUST CASE DELAYED 
Record for Appeal of Government’s Suit 
Against Keystone Watch Case Co. Will 
Not Be Filed Until Dee. 1. 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa.., The record 
of the testimony and argument in the suit 
of the United States against the Keystone 
Watch Co. will not hled in the 
United States Supreme Court for at least 
30 days. Judge McPherson, sitting in the 
United States District Court today, granted 
a stipulation to that effect. 

Nearly two years ago the court handed 
down a decision in the suit which was for 
the dissolution of the watch case company 
on the grounds that it was a monopoly in 
restraint of trade. Judge McPherson, writ- 
ing for the court on Jan. 2, 1915, decided 
that the testimony offered by the govern- 
ment was not sufficient to warrant the dis- 
solution of the company as a trust, but he 
did find the company had been using im- 
proper methods against dealers, and had 
attempted to restrict the sales of the 
Howard watch, which it manufactured ex- 
clusively, and these practices he 
stopped by injunction. The court also 
maintained jurisdiction in the case tor the 
future reopening of the case if events war- 
ranted it. 

Judge McPherson decided 
company had the right to hx the 
which the watches were to be sold to job- 
bers, but there the company's right to vend 
ended; and in fixing the retail price it had 
committed an unlawtul act. 

In June the United States took advantage 
of its right to appeal to the United States 
Supreme Court, and on August 3, 1915, the 
Keystone Watch Case Co. appealed also 
denying that it used intimidatory methods, 
and also seeking to set aside the injunc- 
tion.

Irving M. Clark, Monticello, N. Y., Goes to

A voluntary petition in bankruptcy was 
filed last Friday in the United States Dis- 
trict Court, New York, by Irving M. Clark, 
jeweler, Monticello, Sullivan County, N. Y. 
The schedules filed with the petition list the 
liabilities at $4,046. This amount consti- 
tutes secured claims $951 and unsecured 
claims $3,095. The assets amount to $1,230 
and consist of stock in trade $200, house- 
hold goods, etc., $200; fixtures and tools, 
$1,000; patents, copyrights and trade-marks, 
$50; debts due on open accounts, $30. 

Among the largest unsecured creditors 
are: National Union Bank, $120; Orange 
County Trust Co., $265; G. F. Branning & 
Son, $31; Enterprise Music Supply Co., $35; 
Robert S. Gatter, $150; K. & O. Co., $127; 
South Bend Watch Co., $100; Jennie M. 
Smith, $150; W. P. Hitchcock & Co., $1,569; 
J. C. Taylor & Son, $80, and Startup & 
Knight, $233. 

Irving M. Clark is a watch repairer by 
trade and was originally employed by H. D.

PLEADS NOT GUILTY 





Mary Hartell Is Remanded for Trial Under 
$2,500 Bail 

Mary Hartell, arrested in New York last 
month, and identified as one of the par- 
ticipants in two jewelry store swindles, 
was arraigned before Judge Rosalsky, Part 
l, of the Court of General Sessions, on 
Monday, Oct. 30, and pleaded not guilty to 
indictments charging grand larceny in the 
first degree and the receiving of stolen 
goods. Ihe prisoner was remanded for 
trial under $2,500 bail. 

The indictment charging Mary Hartell 
with grand larceny names Dreicer & Co. as 
the owners of a diamond bar pin, which 
had been stolen. The indictment was 
found against the prisoner on Oct. 27 last, 
shortly after her arrest in New York. 

Mary Hartell, as reported in the JEWwEL- 
ERS’ CIRCULAR, is said to be the wife of 
George Hartell, who was arrested in New- 
port, R. I., after an unsuccessful attempt to 
rob the Herrmann Jewelry Store of that 
city. Indictments also rest against Mary 
and George Hartell in Philadelphia, where 
it is claimed they stole a diamond ring 
valued at $1,500 from the jewelry firm of 
Kennedy & Bro. Representatives from the 
Philadelphia establishment identified both 
prisoners as the pair who entered their 
store on Aug. 7 and after their departure 
the ring was missed. 

The trial of Mary Hartell, it is expected, 
will be called within the next few weeks.

He was educated in the public schools of 
his native city and as was the custom of 
that period was apprenticed to learn the 
jewelers’ trade with the old-time firm of 
Richardson & Hicks. At the conclusion of 
his apprenticeship he entered the manufac- 
turing jewelry business for himself, the firm 
in which he became interested being known 
as Steere & Crooker. Their shop was 
located at the corner of Eddy and Broad, 
now Weybosset, Sts., and for twenty years 
a business was transacted that enabled Mr. 
Crooker to retire at 43 years of age, imme- 
diately following the Centennial Exposition 
at Philadelphia in 1876 at which the firm 
made a very fine exhibit. While Mr. Steere 
was in charge of the business in this city 
Mr. Crooker cared for the sales department 
and was in charge of the company’s ofhce 
on Broadway, New York. 

On Feb. 1, 1864, Mr. Crooker was mar- 
ried to Miss Eliza Stockwood Hazard, a 
member of the well-known Hazard family 
of the South County. She died six years 
ago, leaving two Dr. George F. 
Crooker, with whom the deceased lived, and 
J. Foster Crooker, a real estate broker. A 
third son, Richard Whipple Crooker, died 
while young 

Mr. Crooker was a director in the In- 
dustrial Trust Co. and the Rhode Island 
Safe Deposit Co. of this city. He was for- 
merly president of the Fifth National Bank 
of the United National

Bank before their consolidation with other 
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banks. He was also a member oft the 
Squantum Association, of which he was at 
one time president, and was one of the old- 
est members of the Providence Chamber ot 
Commerce. He became interested in poli- 
tics soon after retirement trom the manu- 
facturing jewelry business and in 18/9 was 
elected a member of the Common Council 
from the kirst Ward, serving two years. 








CHARGES DROPPED 


No Prosecution of New Yorkers Alleged to 
Have Bought Platinum Stolen in Chi- 


cago—Restitution Is Made 
Cuicaco, Nov. 3.—The charge against 
Mr. and Mrs. Peter DeRoos ot New York 
has been dropped. Mr. and Mrs. DeRoos 


were brought to Chicago Wednesday, Nov. 
l, in charge ot two officers from the Chi- 
cago Detective Bureau. The New Yorkers 
came here to answer a charge that they had 
purchased platinum which had been stolen 
trom the manutacturing house ot J. Mil- 
hening by an employe. They were accom 
panied by their attorneys, and had waived 
extradition. 

On being arraigned betore Judge Beck- 
with it was stated in open court that full 
restitution had been made and the case was 
dropped for want of prosecution, the de- 
tendants being discharged. 

There was no mention made in court as 
to the amount of the restitution, but it is 
understood the thefts amounted to a con- 
siderable figure.

Jeweler Dies From Com- 
plication of Diseases 

Boston, Mass., Nov. 4.—Samuel Henry 
L’Heureux, one of the best known expert 
watchmakers in New England, and for 45 
years engaged in the retail jewelry, watch 
and optical business, at 2400 Washington 
St., in the Roxbury district, died at the City 
Hospital, this city, yesterday afternoon, 
where he had been under treatment for 
three weeks from a complication of dis- 
eases. Although he had been in failing 
health for several months, it is only three 
weeks ago that it was considered neces- 
sary to have him taken to the hospital for 
treatment. He was in his 69th year. 

He is survived by his widow, Mrs. Elma 
G. L’Heureux, one daughter, Mrs. G. S. 
Holmes, who will continue her father’s 
business and two brothers, both of whom 
are identified with the jewelry trade— 
Charles L’Heureux, of this city, and 
William L’Heureux of Pittsfield, Mass. 

Samuel H. L’Heureux, tamiliarly known 
hy his middle name of Henry, was born at 
Burlington, Vt., Sept. 10, 1848, and after a 
public school education learned the watch- 
maker’s trade and became identitied with 
the business in this city 45 years ago when 
member ot the firm of Currier & 
L’Heureux he started in the location that 
he has always occupied. A few years later 
he purchased the interests of his partner 
and has since conducted the business alone. 
His fame as an expert watch repairer and 
adjuster became such that special work was 
sent to him from all over this country and 
frequently from across the water.

MEETING AND BANQUET 


Members of Twin City Jewelers’ Associa- 
tion Meet at St. Joseph 

ST. JosePpH, Mo., Nov. 5.—A_ business 

meeting and banquet of the Twin City 

Jewelers’ Association, attended by 15 retail 


jewelers of Benton Harbor and St. Joseph, 
was held Thursday evening, Nov. 2, at the 
Hotel Whitcomb in St. Joseph. Norman 
Williams, of the Norman R. Williams 
Advertising Agency, Chicago, and Donald 
M. Martin, of Saginaw, president of the 
Michigan Retail Jewelers’ Association, were 
guests of the Twin City organization, and 
delivered addresses following the banquet. 

Mr. Walliams forcibly emphasized the 
“get-together” idea as applied to the retail 
jewelry business and advised co-operative 
advertising. He urged the importance of 
newspaper advertising as the only method 
of reaching an entire community and de- 
clared that strong-co-operative measures 
among retail jewelers was the only method 
ot resisting the encroachments of the mail 
order house 

Mr. Martin outlined the benefits to be de- 
rived from strong organizations among 
jewelers in the city and State and pointed to 
the results obtained by such organizations 
in promoting the interests of the jewelry 
business. 

All present joined in an informal discus- 
sion of trade problems and conditions at 
the conclusion of the meeting. Much en- 
thusiasm was shown and the organization 
plans another similar affair in the near 
future. The officers of the Twin City 
Jewelers’ Association are: L. D. Huber, St. 
Joseph, president; George W. Alger, Ben- 
ton Harbor, vice-president; Latham Carr, 
Benton Harbor, secretary and treasurer. 

During the course of his remarks, Mr. 
Williams said: 

“| have had many jewelers, some of them 
right here in your own State, who have told 
me that they had tried out newspaper ad- 
vertising and it didn’t pay. That they 
keyed their ‘ads,’ offered special price in- 
ducements and did everything department 
stores did in the newspapers in their efforts 
to prove out newspaper advertising. But 
that isn’t a fair test of newspaper advertis- 
ing for the jeweler. 

“Jewelers are prone to follow in the steps 
ot the department stores and other success- 
tul advertisers without diagnosing their 
cases. Medicine that’s good for one trouble, 
is valueless for another. Advertising that 
may be good for one kind of a store, may 
be valueless for another kind. The jewelry 
trade needs desire creating publicity for its 
merchandise just as much as breakfast food 
manufacturers need desire creating publicity 
for their merchandise, and this great ele- 
mentary need has been overlooked woefully 
by the whole jewelry fraternity.”

McChesney, and H. L. Farrow; Manufac- 
turing Jewelers’ Association of New York, 
David Kaiser. and the New York Wholesale

tor the Steman & Norwig robbery, the 
local detectives have been working dili- 


gently and quietly to unearth what they 
believe to be a nest of “yeggmen,’ who 
have recently made Baltimore their head- 
quarters. The fact that the two leaders, 
Kramer and Miller, have been nabbed have 
spurred them to go through with the 
whole job. They claim to have a line on 
the “fence” through which the crooks have 
made it easy to dispose of the jewelry they 
have stolen. They know their man, they 
state, and are working to land him, and 
when they do they will spring a surprise, as 
the one they have under watch lives in 
Saltimore. They also claim that there were 
two other “yeggmen” in on the Steman & 
Norwig job, and that they expect to also 
land them. 

Kramer and Miller were brought here 
from New York last Tuesday night, and 
were locked up at the Central police station. 
J. Harry Norwig of Steman & Norwig, 
who went to New York to identify the 
two men, came down on the train with De- 
tective Armstrong, who brought the prison- 
ers back. The detective and Mr. Norwig 
both engaged the men in conversation, but 
they would talk of anything but the rob- 
bery, claiming all the while that they knew 
nothing of it. 

Mr. Norwig positively identified several 
rings and other pieces of jewelry that were 


found on the two women, who were er- 
rested with the men as belonging to his 
firm. There were other pieces of jewelry 


that were in their possession that did not 


belong to them. Detective Bradley, who 
worked with Armstrong on the case, re- 
mained in New York to work up the case 


against the two women, and try and locate 
the missing jewelry. Both of the men were 
presented to the grand jury on a 
spiracy charge, and the two women, 
Bernstein and Annie Smith, were joined 
with them in the grand jury presentment. 
Detective Bradley will remain in New York 
and work until requisition papers can be 
secured for the two women.

Swindler in Clerical Garb Passes Worthless 
Checks on Chicago Jeweler and Other 
Merchants and Escapes 


CHuicaco, Nov. 4. 
vyho has been operating in this city in the 
arb of a priest of the Catholic church, has 
numbered at least one and probably several 
lore jewelers among his victims. The man 
as a pleasant and jolly personality and 
igned himself “Rev. F. B. Kenney, when 
ie engaged a room at the Hotel Morrison 
recently. He made purchases from several 
merchants, to whom he gave checks and 
ibtained the merchandise and change.

rings, giving a check for $150. The man 
disappeared before the checks came _ back 
marked “N. G.” 

Later the matter was put into the hands 
of the Pinkerton detectives who, on show- 
ing pictures of check swindlers, found that 
the bogus priest’s victims identified the 
picture of “John Holmes” as that of the 
“Father Kenney” with whom they had 
dealt. “Holmes,” the police say, was a 
sexton in the church where there was a 
real Father Kenney. 

Where the man has gone to is not known, 
but jewelers all over the country are 
warned to be on the lookout for him as 
his clerical garb, combined with his intel- 
ligence and jolly personality, are apt to 
disarm suspicion, and it is feared that he 
may leave a trail of victims before he is 
finally landed. 

The bogus priest game has been tried in 
the jewelry trade on several occasions, but 
not of recent years. 

The rings lost by Mr. Kirchberg are de- 
scribed as having stones of a quarter carat 
eath. They were ordered sent to the hotel 
by the priest and when delivered there a 
check was given to the messenger, who ac- 
cepted it. 





The cut herewith was furnished by the 
New York office of the Pinkerton National 
Detective Agency, where it is learned 
that Holmes was at one time a student. 
He had had many priests among his vic-

tims in the past, before donning the garb 
ot one. Complaint to the effect that he had 
swindled a hotel in Pittsburgh was recently 
received, and although there are not many 
jewelers numbered among his victims up 
to the present time, it 1s believed that the 
easy manner in which he carried on his 
transactions in Chicago in priestly garb, 
will result in his attempt to swindle mem- 
bers in other centers.

VERDICT FOR $6,350 


New York Diamond Broker Wins Law Suit 
Against Los Angeles Dealer 

A verdict for $6,350 was given recently 
by a jury in the Trial Term, Part XV, the 
Supreme Court, New York, against Benja- 
min Forer, a diamond broker ot Los An- 
geles, Cal. The action was brought by 
Mack H. Levy, New York, and involved 
the payment on a number of stones which 
it is claimed the defendant purchased from 
Mr. Levy. The case was heard before Jus- 
tice Donnelly. 

On Nov. 13, 1915, Mr. Levy claims he 
sold to the Los Angeles broker merchandise 
valued at $13,000. Of this amount it is 
claimed that $7,000 was paid. The suit 
brought by Mr. Levy demanded the pay- 
ment of the remaining $6,000 with interest 
and costs. The case was called on Oct. 24, 
and went to the jury the following day. 
Within three minutes after the jury had 
retired it returned with a verdict awarding 
the plaintiff $6,350. 

As reported in these columns, at the time, 
Forer caused considerable excitement when 
he informed the New York police, on Nov. 
27, that he had been robbed in broad day- 
light, while walking on Wall St., between 
Broad St. and Broadway. He claimed that 
he was walking along when somebody 
snatched a black bag containing the gems 
from his hand. With him at the time was 
another Los Angeles dealer, who, it is said, 
was part owner of the jewels, and another 
New York dealer.

Death of Herman Steinicke

i iy series of articles published in THE 
mm». JEWELERS’ CIRCULAR some time ago 
under the title “Why Jewelry Continues 
to Cost More,” gave some idea of the 
conditions which manufacturers in the 
various lines entering into the jewelry 
trade have to face as a result of the in- 
crease in the price of raw materials, the 
increase in labor cost and the scarcity 
of many of the lines that go into the manu- 
facture of jewelry. Since these were pub- 
lished conditions have grown worse instead 
of better, and further increases in the cost 
of raw material have become manifest 
and some material has practically gone 


out of the market in commercial quantities. 

The result of the increase in the cost 
of manufacture has made prices of jewelry 
higher and the jeweler forced in many 
lines to put up the price of his articles 


at a figure that he has never before 


asked. To show his customers that he 
is not overcharging or taking advantage 
of the general condition, he has had to 
eo into detail as to the cost of raw ma- 
terial and the articles already published 
will prove of distinct value to him in 
this regard. 

However, many dealers tell us that 
customers do not fully realize how cer- 


tain lines such as chemicals and metals 
have gone up and asked us to publish 
quotations, to which they could refer, 
to indicate the rising tendency in all 
markets. In response to this request 
we publish today quotations showing the 
market price of certain non-ferrous met- 
als, giving the market prices in August, 
1914, just before the European War be- 
gan, the beginning of the present year 
and in October.

magazines of the country to sell diamonds 
at retail to the public, and the suggestion 
was made that retailers and diamond deal- 
ers take the pains to write to the maga- 
zines every time such advertising appeared, 
calling attention to its deceptive character. 
Since that suggestion was published, how- 
ever, the condition has grown much worse 


Advertising That 
Works Injury to 
the Diamond Trade 


and the misrepresentation become so great 
as to cause serious harm to jewelers 
throughout the country. Last month in a 
number of some of the most popular maga- 
zines appeared advertisements of firms in 
Chicago, Philadelphia, Boston and other 
cities prominently advertising diamonds de- 
scribed as “blue white” and “perfect cut” 
at prices ranging from $75 to $&8 a carat 
and quarter, half and carat stones at pro- 
portionate rates. 

Many of these advertisements were large, 
some taking an entire page, some appear- 
ing in colors even, and all were undoubtedly 
read by hundreds of thousands of people 
throughout the country who were made to 
believe that perfect blue white diamonds 
could be had for these prices. The mere 
fact that many of the advertisements re- 
ferred to “perfect cut’ did not dissipate this 
impression. What the consumer got when 
he wrote for the diamonds advertised, we 
are not in a position to say, but he did 
not get what he expected to get as a result 
advertisement even if he got his 
money's worth, which is doubtful. 

The harm done to the legitimate jewelry 
trade through the loss of business diverted

people reading these advertisements 
did not send to the house advertising got 
the impression that perfect blue white dia- 
monds are to be had around $80 a carat, 
and when they ask for such a stone at the 
local jewelers and learned that what they 
want might cost from $200 to $300 a carat, 
they assume that the jeweler is charging 
exorbitant prices. In fact, some jewelers 
have been told, on quoting the price of dia- 
monds, that they were “commercial rob- 
bers” simply because the customer had seen

some of these misleading advertisements 
and had been misled in regard to the actual 
value of good diamonds. 


This is a subject of vital importance to 
our trade and, we understand, is under con- 
sideration by the officers of the American 
National Retail Jewelers’ Association and 
some of the State and _ local 
THe JEWELERS’ Crrcutar and the National 
Jewelers Board of Trade have already 
written to some of these magazines calling 
attention to the harm they were doing in 
permitting such advertisements to appear 
and the example thus set should be followed 
by every State and local association as well 
as by jewelers individually until the maga- 
zine publishers are made to realize that the 
acceptance of such advertising is bad busi-

and in favor of inserting advertisements 
of their products only in maga- 
zines that keep out misleading announce- 
ments. This fact should be brought home 
to the magazines accepting these diamond 
ads. in all correspondence from jewelers 
protesting against their appearance. 

No jeweler or association officer should 
feel that he is too busy to take the time to 
write a letter of protest against the continua- 
tion of this abuse. The time to do this is now 
before the misrepresentation referred to 
has made further inroads upon the holiday 
business of the retail jeweler. The point 
must be made that irrespective of whether 
or not the concerns advertising technically 
comply with their announcements, the 
effect of the announcement is misleading, 
causing the purchaser to get something he 
did not expect and, at the same time, caus- 
ing demoralization and loss amounting to 
hundreds of thousands of dollars to a great 
and reputable industry of the country.

City Court Justice Ransom has dis- 
missed a suit brought by Jacob H. Ben- 
der against Charles A. Keene to recover 
$1,250 for alleged breach of contract. [Th 
plaintiff, by Frederic Klein, alleged that 
he was employed May 18, 1914, as sales 
man for the defendant for a year at $25 a 
week and a commission on all his sales.

Maximilian H. Fischer, inventor of the 
“Hold-On” pin clutch, died suddenly last 
Friday morning at his home, on Jasmine 
St.. Flushing, L. I. Heart failure was the 
cause of his death On funeral 
services were held at his late home, after

which the remains were cremated at the 
Fresh Pond Crematory. Mr. Fischer was 
born 67 years ago at Strassburg, which 
was then French territory, but since the 
war has been taken by Germany. He 
was but a few weeks old when his par- 
ents landed at New Orleans, La. He re- 


ceived his education in the College of the 
City of New York, and after leaving the 
institution attended the Hohenhein Col- 
lege, at Stuttgart, Germany. Until 10 years 
ago he was prominently known as a special 
advertising agent for newspapers, and 
maintained an office at Long Island City. 
Mr. Fischer was of an inventive turn of 
mind, and was deeply interested in many 
patents and in the improving of numerous 
inventions. One of his inventions was the 
pin clutch, known as the “Hold-On” clutch, 
which is manufactured by C. P. Goldsmith 
& Co. Another invention of his which has 
been marketed in the jewelry trade is a 
patent cigar cutter. Among others of his 
patents was a hollow set screw and a safety 
press guard. 


After a trial in the City Court last 
Thursday, Goldmuntz Bros., diamond 1m- 
porters, 87 Nassau St., New York, were 
awarded a verdict for $1,328.93 against 


Joseph Haskell, importer of diamonds and 
precious 45 John St., Manhattan. 
The case was argued before Judge Smith, 
and involved the payment of a check made 
out to the plaintiffs by Mr. Haskell for 
diamonds sold, on which payment had been 
stopped by the defendant. The non-pay- 
ment was admitted by the defendant, but 
Haskell claimed generally that the goods in 
question had been misrepresented to him by 
a Mr. Barowski. He testified that the goods 
were shown to him May 1, 1916, in the eve- 
ning, just as he was going away and that 
he had no opportunity to examine them; 
that Barowski told him that the goods were 
all perfect with the exception of five stones 
and that the package was a bargain at the 
price of $123 a carat. Haskell claimed that 
he told Barowski that if this was so he 
would take the goods, but would give him a 
check dated ahead to protect himself, in 
order that he have time to examine the 
stones. This he claimed he did the next 
day and foynd that 11 were badly imper- 
fect and the others not worth the money. 
He thereupon offered to return the goods 
to Barowski and asked that the latter return 
his check. This was refused and later in 


stones,

(Haskell) explained the entire transaction 
to Goldmuntz and told him not to accept 
the check as it would not be paid. The 
case will be appealed. 








The “Memorandum” in Theory and 


Practice

ers or manufacturers cannot expect that, 
in their attempts to enforce the law as 
against a dishonest bailee, they will have 
clear sailing when it can be shown that 
in a series of previous transactions they 
had agreed to the breaking of the mem- 
orandum as long as the merchandise had 


eventually been paid for. A sale is a 
sale; a memorandum is bailment. There 
is no connection between the two and 
there is no magic in the word “mem- 


orandum” by which it can be applied to 
a sale and make the latter anything else. 
A merchant or manufacturer cannot have 
his cake and eat it; at least, the courts 
have shown that they are not going to 
help him in any such attempt. 

The strongest memorandum is the 
simplest, as, for instance, “These goods 
are the property of A B and entrusted 
to you for your inspection and are to be 
returned to the owner on demand.” Any 
attempt to add conditions under which 
sales can made or liability limited 
helps to take the transaction out of the 
status of bailment and weaken the rem- 
edy that the law now gives to the owner. 
If jewelers will keep their acts within 


be 


the words of the contract under which 
they get or entrust goods on “mem- 
orandum,” there will be no reason for 
confusion or doubt in case of con- 
troversy. It is because the members of 


our trade have not squared their prac- 
tice with the theory of “memorandum” 
that the courts have rerdered decisions 
that have seemed to weaken the remedy 
that the jewelers feel they should have 
against dishonest customers.

Cut Glass for the Thanksgiving Dinner Table

HANKSGIVING is essentially a day of 

home gathering and feasting. [lim- 
inate a bountifully-spread dinner table from 
Thanksgiving and the celebration would 
lack its most pleasing feature. Knowing 
this, the retail jeweler has ready-made, a 
first-class opportunity for pushing cut glass 
which will help the home hostess array her 
hospitable board more befitting the occa- 
sion, 

It is not enough that our shelves and 
cases shall have been amply stocked with 
beautiful cut glass. We must take pains to 
let the public know what we have, what 
it is for, and the peculiar appropriateness 
of rich decorations at this time. [he mar- 
ket man, the grocer, the china and linen 
departments of up-to-date stores, and even 
the druggist with his seasonings and spices 
and olive oil, all take pains to tell people 
what they have to make the Thanksgiving 
dinner a success. 

Many a housewife will never think of 
getting a new tablecloth until she sees an 
unusually beautiful pattern displayed in a 
well-balanced window, nor will she realize 
her need of a new toasting pan for her 
turkey until she sees a picture of such a 
pan in her local newspaper. ‘Then she 
knows at once that she must have that 
article to produce the best results. Sug- 
gestion is one of the most potent factors 
in selling goods and especially such guods 


as may be considered luxuries. 


Newspaper Publicity 

For a couple of weeks at least preceding 
Thanksgiving, we should take pains to let 
our cut glass advertising be cumulative, em- 
phatic, authoritative, and concentrated. Ad- 
vertising is cumulative when the arguments 
link into each other and the articles ad- 
vertised today are not entirely lost sight 
of in the advertising of a week from today. 
It is all very well for the bargain counter 
to mention an article but once, for that 
article is likely to be gone after a single 
day’s sale, but not so with rich cut glass, 
yet we may not repeat mention of the same 
thing continuously without being monoto- 
nous. Let us aim to make our advertising 
cumulative by building up an appreciation

For example, “Cut glass vases, epergnes 
and centerpieces are to be found on our 
shelves in wide variety and choice assort- 
ment,’ is colorless and of no value what- 
ever. It even dissipates the interest of the 
reader who sees nothing and so is unable to 
decide on what she might want. Change 
this to “No Thanksgiving table is perfect 
in detail or as beautiful as it might easily be, 
if it lacks a worthy centerpiece. Let us 
show you our line of beautiful cut glass 
epergnes which are the latest word in ele- 
gance. We have of rare beauty and 
some unusual centerpieces. Come in and 
see them anyway.’ With the latter adver- 
tisement should be one or two cuts to help 
the reader visualize some of the articles 
spoken of. ‘lhe positive note is strong and 
each housewife reader will begin to see her 
own table with or without a cut glass cen- 
terpiece.

Now cut glass centerpieces alone and 
splendid Thanksgiving pieces should not 
only be shown, but the goods must be 


brought before the public in various ways, 


by wise means in newspaper, window dis- 
play, and by calling the individual atten- 


tion of customers who may be in the store, 
to the beauty of the goods. 

Many a retail jeweler pays so little at- 
tention to the fashions in cut glass table- 
ware, that he is not prepared to offer good 
advice, and when he tries to sell something 
clumsy or out-of-date in shape to the woman 
who entertains and travels, he is sure to be 
disappointed. It is necessary to know what 
fashion decrees as proper for correct table 
service. 

To list 20 or 30 cut glass articles is 
simply stupid, for again interest is dissi- 
pated just as it would be to fill a window 
with a motley assortment of silver, cut 
glass, jewelry, ivoryware, and choice leather 
goods. If we are talking nappies or com- 
potes or ice cream sets or sherbet sets or 
celery trays and celery dips, let us 
relate the articles offered, that the woman 
who has a celery tray will instinctively say 
to herself, “Why! I need the celery dips 
to go with my tray! I must get them be- 
fore Thanksgiving.” Or, if she has halt 
a dozen tumblers for her cut glass water 
pitcher, will be able to realize in a flash 
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that she needs another dozen of approxi- 
mately the same size and pattern, before 
the annual celebration arrives. 

Good, common sense is aS necessary in 
selling cut glass as in handling watches 
or clocks or flour or autamobiles. Let the 
publicity for the cut ‘glass department for 
Thanksgiving Day be thought out so that 
the housewife reader will be stimulated to 
add at least one choice piece for use upon 
that day. . 

UCusually Thanksgiving. dinner is in the 
nature of a banquet and is late. Guests 
often tarry several hours: making further 
refreshment necessary, although a heavy 
meal is not required. A cut glass punch 
bowl with punch cups, a sherbet set, an 
iced tea set, a cider or lemonade set, to- 
gether with a wafer tray or a rich, cut 
glass sandwich plate, constitute a happy 
suggestion for the jeweler to make the 
woman who expects to have a family gath- 
ering at her home. Such a service will 
add the last touch of elegance and refine- 
ment to the entertainment of the day which 
she has so carefully planned. 

The retail jeweler who expects that the 
woman customers of his locality will come 
in and ask for these things without any 
effort on his part, will be mightily mis- 
taken. Remember that many a housewife 
does not know that such things are avail- 
able, and if she did know, she would be 
glad to purchase and use articles which 
would fit her particular needs. 


The Place of the Window 


At perhaps no time of year will the win- 
dow sell goods to better advantage than 
during the weeks previous to Thanksgiving 
time. Upon the size of the window will 
depend the nature of the trim. A small or 
a large table will attract attention, spread 
with a choice cloth and arrayed with a 
handsome centerpiece, a nappy with a mould 
of jelly, a cut glass sugar and creamer, 
water pitcher and glasses, and a few ar- 
ticles of silver. A touch of color can be 
added in the way of flowers in a center- 
piece, or perhaps fruit and flowers too. 

Now most jewelers’ windows are arranged 
so that smal! goods are slightly below the 
level of the eye, and so a table is likely 
to look bulky and bungling. A very good 
way to overcome this is to obtain either a 
round, table top, elevated only on supports 
about a foot and a half high, spreading 
this table top with a large lace or lace- 
edged doily or cloth barely large enough 
to cover it; or else to have a light wood 
table built up the right size and height to

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pvee lead potash blanks are by no means 
exhausted. Many cut glass manufac- 
turers have on hand a large stock of glass 
that is cut on fine potash and lead blanks. 
This class of ware well cut is the most 
desirable for jewelers to handle and will 
stand all the tests that are advocated in 
discovering whether cut glass is the cor- 
rect thing or only a substitute for the gen- 
uine article. When held on the tips of 
the fingers a bowl sharply struck with a 
lead pencil will give a clear resonant bell 
like tone. ‘This is the test of a lead blank. 
When it has stood this test, the next thing

to discover is its color. If it has a pure, 
clear, crystal appearance devoid of any tint 
of color at all, you can be assured that 
it is a full lead potash blank, lead giving 
it a metallic sound, potash giving it the 
purity of color. 

The execution of the work on the blank 
is something you must determine for your- 
self. It is not hard to find where the 
surface of the glass has been thoroughly 
wooded and polished in addition to the 
acid polish, and it is not hard to discover 
whether the miters have been well out, 
whether the floral designs have been ap- 
plied properly or whether the whole work 
put upon the piece has been thoroughly 
done or slighted. This a buyer of cut glass 
can soon detect after he has given study 
to this part of the business,

There is not the slightest objection to 
selling lime glass that is well cut provid- 
ing that when you sell it you tell your 
customer what it is. There is no objection 
to selling partly cut glass. By that | mean 
where the foliage is pressed in the blanks 
and the flower alone is the part that is 
cut, so long as you sell it for what it is, 
but when you sell a piece of the latter kind 





of glass and lead your customer to think 
that it is an all-cut piece of cut glass, 
whether you do it by inference or whether 
you do it by omitting to state that it is not 
all-cut, a fraud is being committed on your 
purchaser and you are selling a piece of 
goods, if not under false pretenses, closely 
approximating it. StR ORACLE.

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fit the window, the cloth coming to the 
window floor and covering the wooden 
parts. Ihe articles on the table top may 
be changed or added to from time to time. 
Still another idea is to have a serving 
table or buffet at one end of the window 
with a tea wagon containing a number of 
articles in cut glass ready to be removed 
to a table, which is presumably somewhere 
near. If the window space is not large 
enough for this, handsome mahogany trays 
may be set with pieces of cut glass, or a 
small stand or good-sized tabouret ar- 
ranged with the after-dinner refreshment 
service of punch bowl and cups, etc. 


Inside the Store 

Inside the store, cut glass should be dis- 
played and if possible, illuminated so as 
to show its richness and beauty. A silk 
flag of red and blue, bearing the words in 
white, “Special Cut Glass For Thanksgiv- 
ing,” may appropriately be hung above the 
cut glass section. 

It sometimes happens that customers are 
not quite ready to make purchases, owing 
to various reasons, and here again it is 
wise sometimes to say, “Reservations made 
on choice cut glass for Thanksgiving use.’ 
The jeweler can use his judgment about 
asking a deposit, depending upon whether 
the customer is known to him or not. The 
fact must not be overlooked that many 
people, even of means, are finding the bal- 
ance of their regular income disturbed, 
owing to war and industrial conditions, and 
so it is well to make buying as easy as 
possible for them. 

Here are a few articles which may be 
featured for the Thanksgiving feast: Cut 
glass candlesticks for table decorations, also 
vase centerpieces and silver-mounted, mir- 
ror vases, sugars and creamers, celery trays, 
compotes, spoon trays, horse-radish and 
relish containers, ice cream sets, bon bon 
dishes, and baskets, nappies, salad bowls, 
water sets, salt and pepper sets, sandwich 
plates, cake plates, individual salad saucers, 
cheese plates, pickle dishes, compartment 
cracker and cheese dishes, separate tum- 
blers, o1l1 and vinegar cruets, and dozens 
of other equally suitable pieces. 

The Gift Suggestion 

The retail jeweler who makes the effort 
only to get the trade of the hostess who 
expects to entertain is but cultivating half 
of the field. It has long been a pleasing

custom for the guest who has been enter- 
tained several times and who has not been 
able to reciprocate, to take some little gift 
to the hostess as a token of appreciation 
of the hospitality extended. As one mu- 
sician expressed it who had been enter- 
tained again and again, “It makes me feel 
more self-respecting to add something to 
the Thanksgiving celebration once in a 
while myself. Naturally I cannot take a 
mould of cranberry jelly or send the tur- 
key, but I can bring my entertainer a choice 
piece of cut glass or an unusual piece of 
silver once in a while.” 

This contains a valuable suggestion for 
the jeweler. Cultivate the spirit of Thanks- 
giving gifts. How many times the children 
going to the old homestead, would be happy 
to know what would make a welcome offer- 
ing at this time. Nothing could be more 
appropriate or surer to be welcome, than 
a nice piece of cut glass for the table it- 
self. 

There are those who are natural enter- 
tainers or who, for the reason of being 
centrally located, entertain the family circle 
year after year. It is but fair that those 
who are spared the expense and labor of 
preparation, should show their appreciation 
occasionally. Emphasize the thought in ad- 
vertising and window display of Thanks- 
giving gifts. A dainty sign-card for the 
window reading “Suggestions for gifts of

appreciation for your hostess at Thanksgiv- 
ing time,” or “Pleasing gifts for your hos- 
tess,’ may be displayed with a variety of 
smaller cut glass articles, ranging in value 
trom the price of a pair of salt cellars up 
to more elaborate pieces representing a 
number of dollars in value. 

If we are to cultivate the Thanksgiving 
field of trade intelligently, we must go about 
it with system and thoroughness. It will 
pay, however, for customers will not only 
pay you for this season, but will naturally 
come back later for Christmas gifts from 
among a stock which strikes them as com- 
plete and up-to-date. Some jewelers even 
aim to kill two birds with one stone, by 
exhibiting a neat card reading, “Goods may 
be selected now and reserved for the Christ- 
mas season.”

To Whom Will You Send Your Direct Advertising? 





Practical Suggestions for the “Direct-By-Mail”’ Advertiser—Accumulating Business-Building Data Re- 
garding Individuals—Constant Vigilance Necessary to Maintain a Live List—Sources from Which 


to Secure Worthwhile Information. 


Written expressly for The Jewelers’ Circular. 








* you are going to do any direct-by- 
mail advertising, you must have a mail- 
ing list. If you do not use a list of this 
sort for occasional or regular advertising 
purposes, you are missing a great opportu- 
nity for expanding your business. News- 
paper advertising is good, but when you 
have that kind of advertising working 
properly and are ready to go on farther, 
then you need the mailing list. 

Your mailing list should be 
more than a mere list of so many names 
of people who live in your vicinity. It 
should be that and it should be classified 
so that you can advertise certain lines of 
goods to the folks who are the prospective 
purchasers of those lines. 

If you were anxious to develop a trade 
in automobile accessories you would want 
to know who were the automobile owners 
in your territory. You would not be so 
foolish as ‘to mail advertising of those 
goods to everybody. Ihat would be a 
great waste of postage and printed mat- 
ter. 

The mailing list should show each per- 
son’s name so checked as to indicate all 
the various f your store 


sometning 


departments of 
which might appeal to that individual. A 
simple way of arranging such a list would 
be to rule off a number of narrow columns 
after each name and at the heads of those 
columns indicate the different classifica- 
tions under which you want people placed. 
A check mark in the proper columns would 
give the information wanted. Such class- 


iications might include “Occupation,” 
“Married,” “Children in family,” “Auto- 
mobile,” “Horses,” “Property owner,” 


“Poultry,” etc., etc. This would enable you 
to address the people upon any subject 
without waste. 

When you wanted to advertise certain 
goods with a limited appeal,- you would 
advertise them only to the people who 
would be interested. When advertising 


something for children’s use, you would 





address only to the names checked in the 
“Children” column. 

Some merchants carry their mailing list 
on cards by a card index system. On each 
card is a name with all the desired infor- 
mation about it. This permits giving more 
information about each person, but it makes 
the work of addressing from the list 
slower. For practically all purposes the 
list with check marks in the various col- 
umns is the best plan. 

Among the classes to be indicated ought 
to be those people known to be mail order 
buyers, people in the habit of sending to 
the catalog houses for goods. This gives 
the opportunity to address this particular 
class when effort is to be made to hold 
their trade at home. 

The mailing list offers one of the best 
plans for combating mail order competition 
because it gives the merchant a chance to 
cet his propositions before the people fre- 
quently and forcibly. The postage on a 
few hundred letters or circulars is not a 
large sum and it is. easy to make some 
kind of an offer that will enable the ad- 
vertiser to know whether there is any re- 
sponse to the effort. 

It is not necessary to complete a large 
mailing list at the start. A beginning can 
be made with such names as can be taken 
from vour accounts and from _ personal 
knowledge of yourself and clerks. If each 
member of the force has in his pocket a 
small memorandum book and makes it a 
point to set down in it every name that 
comes to his mind, when he thinks of it, 
the list will grow rapidly. Then the R. 
F. D. carrier may be consulted. Names 
may be taken from mail boxes on star 
routes and R. F. D. routes as you pass 
them. The local newspaper will be willing 
to help on the list if it operates a job 
printing shop where you get your printing 
done, 

Directories and telephone directories are 
a help, and it is even possible to hire a 


high school boy or girl to go from house 
to house and get the names and the in- 
formation you want with them. The main 
thing is to start the list and to keep it 
in mind all the time so that every avail- 
able name will be added to it. 

The list must be watched after it is made 
because there will be constant changes 
necessary. It is surprising how fast dead- 
wood will accumulate on a mailing list. 
People move away, die, marry, and if their 
names remain on the list, you continue to 
throw money after them that never reaches 
them and never does you any good. 

The mailing list ought to be corrected 
at least four times a year. The post office 
people have the right to take the list and 
mark off the names of people no longer 
getting mail at that address, but they are 
not allowed to add names to the list. 

It is better and cheaper to have the list 
corrected just before addressing it than 
to check off from it the names on the let- 
ters that could not be delivered. 

In securing a good list two or more deal- 
ers in non-competing lines may work to- 
gether, each giving the other a chance to 
copy names from his list. This same plan 
may be carried still further and the com- 
mercial club or chamber of commerce of 
the town get up a list which shall be at 
the service of all the members. 

Manufacturers will often take a dealer’s 
list and mail direct at their owm expense 
advertising to the names. 

The mail order houses take great pains 
with their mailing lists and see that they 
are used with the utmost care and intelli- 
gence. You certainly cannot complain at 
their success if you will not take as much 
pains in a kind of work where you have 
the advantage of them naturally. 

By offering souvenirs to all who clip a 
coupon from your newspaper advertise- 
ment and send it in with their name filled

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Little Lessons in Storekeeping.

ET the jeweler learn what is ethical and 
what is not. Let him apply the Golden 
Rule to all his dealings with his customers 
and his competitors. 

He must learn to meet men and women 
and to create a good impression so that 
when he makes a statement it will be con- 
sidered as worth credence, and to preserve 
this belief he must be very careful not to 
make false statements, knowingly or not. 

Let us consider the customer’s view of 
the case in the valuing of articles. Often a 
customer will show a jeweler an article and 
say, “I paid so much for that, is it worth 
it?” If the jeweler has any sense he will 
say “Yes” whether he has doubts about it 
or not, for nine times out of 100 an 
adverse criticism from the jeweler makes 
the enemy. His _ buying 
ability is questioned. Perhaps a friend 1s 
being slandered. The customer questions 
the jeweler’s honesty, either the one mak- 
ing the valuation or the one who sold the 
soods—and classes all jewelers as “fakes” 
and dishonest. No matter how the customer 
looks at the valuation, it is fatal to the trade 
to have the article undervalued. 

The department store is one of the worst 
kinds of competition the jeweler is up 
against—but after all it is legitimate com- 
petition. The department store, in recent 
years at any rate, does not try to under- 
mine the jewelry business, as we have 
shown the jeweler himself does, but by 
economical methods makes price a valuable 
talking point with the prospective customer. 

Department stores sell goods at a profit, 
whether it is jewelry or anything else. If 
the manager of the jewelry department does 
not net a profit for the store he is fired and 
a new manager is installed who can. 

lf the jeweler wishes to sell the same 
class of goods as the department store he 
must compete with the larger organization. 
If, on the other hand, he wishes to sell 
more exclusive patterns, let him educate 
his customers to distinguish between the 
He can do this by 


customer his 


two classes of goods. 
advertising. 

The same remedy lies against the trade 
of the mail-order houses. These com- 
petitors do not sell the same class of goods 
as the jeweler throughout the full line. 
There may be a few competing lines used 
as leaders, etc. The jeweler need not do 
this, although in some stores it has been 
found profitable to meet all competitor’s 
prices—at the time the competitor is mak- 
ing the offer. This plan is often disastrous 
to the local jeweler, however, as he finds 
it kills a line instead of making it 
profitable. 

The jeweler must do more advertising— 
and better advertising if he wishes to per- 
petuate his trade. 

In a recent issue of THE JEWELERS’ 
CIRCULAR a report was made of the adver- 
tising done by jewelers in a certain city— 





and the conclusion was drawn that the 
jeweler was not advertising for business as 
he should. 

It seems to the writer that there is much 
in the jewelry trade to advertise. The 
lines sold by the jeweler can profitably be 
advertised. They can be advertised at- 
tractively and successfully. 

The jeweler should advertise all the year 
around and not spasmodically. His adver- 
tising should be directed towards education 
of the public to buying better goods and to 
show that the jeweler is the logical and 
best one to purchase them from. 

Is the jeweler more sinned against than 
sinning ? 


SALES SLIPS SPEED UP SALES. 

Some jewelers do not think it is neces- 
sary to keep a record of sales. They be- 
lieve that if they get the total amount of 
cash taken in that that is the all-important 
thing. In a way,.these jewelers are right— 
‘t is very important to get ALL THE 
CASH TAKEN IN. _ Sales records will 
aid in this very desirable, definite plan. 

No matter how small a business is, nor 
how many clerks there are, one or more, a 
sales slip should be given with every pur- 
chase of goods delivered. This sales slip 
should be a clear and complete record of 
the transaction. It should show: 


(1) The kind of goods sold. 

(2) The quantity. 

(3 The price, both per unit and for the 
total amount sold. 

(4) The amount paid, if a cash trans- 
action. 

(5) The salesman making the sale and 
receiving the cash. 

(6) The date. 


(7) The amount to be charged, if a 
charge sale, and 
(8) The person to whom it is to be 


charged. 

It may also show the following very de- 
sirable facts: 

(9) The amount received from which to 
take the purchase price. 

(10) The name and address of the store. 

(11) An advertisement of some of its 
specialties. 

(12) Instructions for exchanging goods 
and correcting errors. 

(13) The name and address of the cus- 
tomer. 

(14) Whether 
had them delivered. 

(15) The exact time of the transaction. 

(16) The amount of change given back 
to the customer. 

The use of sales slips makes it possible 
also to have a complete record of the fol- 
lowing: 

(17) Cash sales of each clerk. 

(18) Credit sales of each clerk. 

(19) Cash and credit sales by classes of 
goods or departments. 

(20) A fair record of stock on hand. — 

There are none of these 20 facts that 


customer took goods or 
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may be known about a business that are 
not valuable, there are some of them that 
are absolutely invaluable and necessary, 
if success is expected. 

Some jewelers have a cash register which 
records the amount of the sale and sev- 
eral other kinds of transactions that occur 
during the day. This is not a safeguard for 
the cash. Cash registers are so common 
that not one customer in a hundred ever 
looks at the amount rung up when they 
make a purchase. Hence the dishonest 
clerk can—and does—ring up_ smaller 
amounts than the actual amounts of some 
purchases—and pockets the difference. 
Every merchant knows this to be a fact—we 
all know of specific instances of this nature. 

The cash register that provides a receipt 
for the amount of cash paid to the clerk 
is a long way in advance as far as keeping 
the cash more accurately and 
safely, but even they are not as good as 
sales slips. We do not wish to be thought 
as opposed to cash registers. We believe 
that they have done more than any other 
one thing to systematize the business of the 
retail merchants. But the proper use of 
sales slips will do all that these machines 
will accomplish—and more.

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Why Stores Develop 


A- you go through the various retail 
stores and note their offerings on 
counters and in windows it will strike you 
that for the same quality of goods prices 
everywhere are just about the same. “Why, 
then,’ you say, “have certain stores de- 
veloped into such wonderful institutions? 
What factor has lifted them from the 
mediocre class and made them distinctly 
successful?” You will find that it is not 
mere price, important as economy may be 
to the buyer. It is not only quality, essen- 
tial as that may be to the holding of trade. 
sut it is something more. It is their delib- 
erate, definitely planned policy of pleasing 
customers and, of course, primarily acting 
in an honorable, fair manner. 

But over and beyond the merchandise, its 
mechanical manipulation, and the adver- 
tising of it, is the problem of handling the 
public and pleasing it. The true test of 
courtesy on the store’s part comes not so 
much at the time goods are sold as in the 
handling of complaints and the affording 


of little points in service. Every store 
meets buyers with a smile and gracious 


treatment—at least, it should. But when 
you have occasion to return or exchange 
goods, to make a complaint regarding qual- 
ity, Or in some way to try to obtain satis- 
faction for a real or fancied grievance— 
how does the store receive you? With the 
same gracious desire to please, or with 
long face and multiple objections? It is 
the treatment received at this time that 
classifies the store in the estimation of the 
customer.—System.

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Time and Its Measurement 













idea of 
would be 


SK anyone to describe his 
time and the result 
amusing were it not a most distressing 
fact. No one can consider for a moment 
the meaning and importance of “correct 
time” without asking of themselves the 
question: “What is time? How and 
where do we get it?” Very few indeed 
could answer these questions promptly. 

The subject of “correct time” and its 
measurement is a most important one, 
especially so, since our complex system 
of modern civilization is absolutely de- 
pendent upon the unfailing accuracy of 
correct time. Years ago, if we had cor- 
rect time within a minute or so, we were 
highly satisfied; at the present day we 
are more exacting, and demand the cor- 
rect time within a second and fractions 
of a second. To have someone ask you 
if your watch or chronometer is within 
a second or so of accurate time has be- 
come a mere commonplace. 

To treat of this subject in its entirety 
would necessitate much space and a 
knowledge of astronomy into which it 
leads, or rather from which it begins. 
Enough will be said so as to give one 
a clear, concise outline of the fundamen- 
tals relative to time and its measure- 
ment. 

The average man knows little of the 
term. One individual when called upon 
to express his opinion as to the term 
confessed that he held the notion that 
“the experts get the time from the sun, 
set a big clock by it and then pass it 
along down the line.” No doubt he had 
in mind the Western Union line, and he 
was a college man. 

Time as a separate entity, has not yet 
been defined in language. The Stand- 
ard dictionary gives definitions and ex- 
amples merely as explanations of the 
sense in which the word is used in mat- 
ters of practical life. So far as we, as 
thinking beings, are concerned, the 
amount of time which depends 
upon our intellectual activity in the in- 
terval. The difference between such and 


passes 


such a number of footsteps a minute in 
marching is clear to us, but it should be 
noted that motion and space are intro- 
duced before we can get a conception of 
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time as a succession of events; but time 
itself remains as it ever will, elusive. 

In time measures, such as clocks, a 
uniform motion of something is sought 
for and this means equal spaces in equal 
times. Here again we introduce some- 
thing that is as intangible as_ time, 
namely, space. The first law of motion 
states that a body subject to no force 
moves with uniform speed in a straight 
line. Going according to this definition, 
it follows as a consequence of this law, 
that two intervals of time are equal if a 
body, subject to no force, passes over 
equal distances in them. This 1s the defti- 
nition of the equality of two intervals. 
The difficulty in applying the definition 
to find out whether two intervals of time 
are equal, or what amounts to the same 
thing—the relation of two intervals— 
arises from the fact that it is practically 
impossible to find a moving body subject 
to no force and to bring it under obser- 
vation. Because of this difficulty, an in- 
direct consequence of the laws of motion 
is used. It follows from them, that if 
the earth is subject to no exterior forces 
it will rotate with uniform speed. The 
character of the forces which modify its 
rate of rotation, has no bearing with this 
article. 

The earth rotates with sensibly uni- 
form speed, and consequently it can be 
taken as the actual means of measuring 
intervals of time. Using the rotation of 
the earth as a measure, we agree that if 
the earth turns through equal angles in 
two intervals of time then the two in- 
tervals are equal. The rotation of the 
earth makes the sky turn apparently 
from west to east, consequently two in- 
tervals are equal if the sky, in its appar- 
ent motion, turns through equal angles 
in them. The rotation of the earth is 
the actual fundamental means of measur- 
ing time, and clocks are regulated by it. 
Thus in the measurement of time, our 
first necessity is a constant standard, 
some interval of uniform duration which 
we can frequently and carefully measure. 

It has been found by scientists that 
the earth itself is an accurate timepiece, 
rotating on its axis with such uniform 
velocity that it is practically impossible 


to detect the least variation in its di- 
urnal rotation. It is so regular that it 
does not vary a hundredth of a second in 
a thousand years. Moreover, should the 
earth vary in its rotation an hundredth 
of a second, the astronomer would de- 
tect it immediately; so fine, so exact, is 
astronomy and the science of time- 
measuring. It seems almost incredible 
to the ordinary person, but not so the 
astronomer; to him a thousand years is 
a short period. Scientists tell us that a 
time will come when the earth will slow 
down; that, like a great top which has 
been spinning a long time, it has already 
commenced to wobble. We need not 
worry ourselves on that score, the 
changes during a human lifetime are so 
small that the time of one turn of the 
earth in the youth of our grandparents 
was, so far as we can measure, precisely 
the same as it will be in the old age of 
our grandchildren. No timepiece made 
by man has ever, or will ever, for any 
long interval, mark time so accurately as 
our earth does in its diurnal rotation. 

It was not until the seventeenth cen- 
tury, after the’ invention of the tele- 
scope by Galileo and the application of 
the pendulum to the clock by Huyghens, 
that timekeeping was placed on a scien- 


tiie basis. During the last 300 years 
constant progress has been made in 
astronomical instruments and methods, 


which has resulted in the marvelous ac- 
curacy of the present day Time Observa- 


tory. As we take time by the stars, 
time-taking is purely an astronomical 
process. To the astronomer there are 


four kinds of time: Sidereal, True Solar, 
Mean Solar, and Standard. 

Although astronomers use the stars as 
a means for measuring time it is also 
possible to take time by the sun. The 
latter, however, is not so accurate and 
for reasons which we will state now it 
will be shown why the stars are used as 
a means for measuring time. 

If it were possible for an observer to 
be in an exact line with the earth’s axis 
at some point in space, whence he could 
look directly at the earth, he would see 
the globe turning round like a great 
clock dial, in the opposite direction to 
the hands of a clock, at a perfectly uni- 
form rate. If outside of the globe cir- 
cumference we could place a fixed circle, 
which did not turn with the earth, we 
could mark on it the subdivisions of the 
day. In the same way that Nature gave 
us the earth as an actual means of meas- 
uring intervals of time so has she given

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us the stars as the fixed marks, irregu- 
larly placed, but always to be found at 
the same points in space. Some one point 
would be selected in the fixed circle for 
the noon mark “r” and the twenty-four 
hours of the day would be marked right 
round the circle at intervals of 15 de- 
grees. As each place on the earth’s sur- 
face came opposite the zero mark it 
would be. sidereal noon at that place. 
When Greenwich reached this point it 
would be sidereal noon at Greenwich; 
some 25 minutes later Dublin would ar- 
rive at the mark, and it would be sidereal 
noon at Dublin, while at Greenwich it 
would now be 25 minutes past noon. The 
wide expanse of the Atlantic would pass 
in about four hours, then America, and 
so on. In the course of 24 sidereal hours 
every point on the earth’s surface would 
reach the noon mark. We are not able 
to get away from the earth and observe 
its rotation from some fixed point. We 
have to remain at, or near, its surface; 
but we can do nearly as well by fitting 
up an observatory at any convenient spot 
on the earth’s surface. This may be a 
scientific institution like Greenwich Ob- 
servatory, “The Time Center of the 
World,” or it may be any simple installa- 
tion in one’s own home. 

Every point on the surface of the 
earth describes a true circle round the 
earth’s axis in a sidereal day. Knowing 
that the earth turns round day after day 
in exactly the same interval of time, a 
distant point in space has been selected 
by astronomers as the zero mark (the 
“first point’ r), and when any place on 
the earth’s surface is directly opposite 
the point it is sidereal noon at that place. 
As the time distances of all the fixed 
stars from the starting place are known, 
we can use any one of them for our pur- 
pose. The interval between two succes- 
sive transits of any fixed star over the 
meridian of any place is a sidereal day, 
and is of constant duration. 

The apparent motions of the sun and 
of the stars are mainly due to the mo- 
tion of the earth. The earth rotates on 
its axis as mentioned before, in a contra- 
clockwise direction at a perfectly wuni- 
form rate once a day; it revolves round 
the sun also in a direction contra-clock- 
wise, at an irregular rate once a year. If 
its only motion were the one of uniform 
rotation we could select any fixed object 
away from the earth as a mark, and by 
noting the successive transits of that 
object, measure equal intervals of time. 
In consequence of the change of place 
of the earth in its orbit from day to day 
we find that the interval between the 
re-appearance or transits of a compara- 
tively near object and that of a very 
distant one is not the same. 

The sun is comparatively near to us, 
the stars at immensely greater distances, 
the nearest being nearly 200,000 times 
farther from us than the sun, while oth- 
ers are very much more distant. In a 
year the earth goes round the sun, it 
does not go round the stars at all, it 
merely describes a comparatively small 
elliptical path at an enormous distance 
from them. As the earth rotates round, 


it also travels along the orbital path in 
the same direction as it rotates. 


If the 
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path were a true circle, the speed along 
that path constant, with the axis of the 
earth perpendicular to the plane of its 
orbit, solar days would be as regular as 


sidereal days, although longer, and 
would become the natural and conven- 
lent scientific standard of time. Owing 


partly to the irregular speed along the 
orbit, and partly to the inclination of 
the axis, no two consecutive solar days 
are of equal duration. Our civil stand- 
ard, the Mean Solar Day, is an artificial 
standard equal in duration to the average 
solar day. One can realize to some ex- 
tent the immense difference between the 
distance of the sun from the earth and 
that of the stars. A ray of light takes 
eight or nine minutes to reach us from 
the sun. It takes 100 years to reach us 
from some of the stars. The conse- 
quence is that, although the movement of 
the earth in its orbit causes a noticeable 
change in the relative positions of the 
earth and the sun, it has no apparent 
effect on the relative positions of the 
earth and the stars. 

The interval between the successive 
transits of any fixed star is always the 
same for the following reasons: the earth 
rotates at a perfectly uniform rate; the 
stars are “fixed”; they are at such an im- 
mense distance from the earth that the 
motion of the earth in its orbit during 
one day produces no measurable change 
in the apparent position of the star. The 
earth does not move along its orbit with 
uniform velocity, it goes faster, there- 
fore farther, on some days than others 
going fastest when nearest the sun. It 
must be remembered that it always ro- 
tates on its own axis at a perfectly uni- 
form rate and that we see on those days 
that it has moved over a greater distance 
it will have to describe a larger angle to 
bring the sun again on the meridian—the 
interval will be longer. If it did move 
over equal distances in equal times and 
the orbit remained an ellipse, the inter- 
vals would still be irregular, because a 
given distance along the flatted curve 
of an ellipse would embrace a larger 
angle than the same distance along the 
quicker curves at the ends of the oval.

OROLOGICAL students may con- 
sider themselves fortunate in that 
they have it within their means of now 
possessing a book that will be found to 
be of much practical advantage and interest 
to them. 

A great deal has been written pertain- 
ing to the art of horology both from 
a theoretical and practical standpoint, 
much of it too technical to be interesting. 
In “The Lever Escapement” the author, 
T. J. Wilkinson, Philadelphia, Pa., a well 
known contributor to THE JEWELERS’ Crr- 
CULAR, has outlined in clear, concise and 
simple language a short and direct road 
to the perfect understanding of the lever 
escapement. 

To the average horological student the 
lever escapement has always been a deep 





and technical mystery and its peculiarities, 
more often than not, have caused him to 
view the watchmaking profession with a 
skeptical mind. 

The author has treated the subject in 
the form of and experimental 
work, tests, questions and answers, all 
of which help to impress the reader with 
the subject matter, and so aid him to re- 
member and study it to his material ad- 
vantage. The author Young 
watchmakers, when undirected or but 
poorly instructed, find the escapement a

hard road to travel. Such will find the 
tests, rules and lessons lamps on the 
road to practical efficiency.” The vari- 


ous tests described by the author leave 
no doubt of uncertainty in the mind of 
the reader as to what is meant or to be 
inferred. 

“The methods outlined in the book,” 
says the author, “provide with an un- 
doubted short cut to escapement knowl- 
edge, both practical and theoretical. Pre- 
viously command over the escapement 
and its problems was acquired by years 
of bench practice and experiment, which, 
because undirected, often failed of its 
purpose or led to erroneous decisions. 
Such drawbacks the _ book’s teachings 
avert.” Again, he says: “Systematic 
study and work will save young watch- 
makers years of unsatisfactory experience 
at the bench. The results to be obtained 
are, therefore, worthy of the effort. A 
certain amount of theory is necessary to 
understand the basis of escapement form 
and construction. The extent of theory 
in the following lessons is limited to such 
as can be practically made use of. The 
escapement tests are all practical; vou 
must be acquainted with them if you 
desire to perform your work well and 
quickly.” 

In treating of the escapement and its 
peculiarities the author has reached a 
depth unsurpassed by any of our present- 
day writers. A careful study of the work 
by the horological student will easily 
enable him to know and to explain the 
whys and the wherefores of escapement 
problems such as he encounters every 
day at the bench. Wherever necessary 
the author has supplemented all explana- 
tions by many illustrations so that the 
most puzzling problems are made clear. 

It is made evident to the reader that 
great care and much forethought must 
have been bestowed upon this work in 
bringing it to such a conclusion, wherein 
nothing is omitted. 

There should be no reason nor excuse 
for anyone who claims to be a watch- 
maker to be without such a book, either 
in his own home or on the bench. 

In conclusion it may be said that a 
most useful and quite original text-book 
has been put within the reach of the am- 
bitious student, who will find it most bene- 
ficial.
